BRITISH CABINET 
MEETING 


TO CONSIDER COIFNTEBVAILINa 


DUTIES ON SUGAR 


IS DEMANDED 
BY JAMAICA 


EFFECT MAT BE OF UTMOST IM- 


POBTAKCE. 


London, Jan. 11.—There will be a 


cabinet meeting here Monday, which 
bid's fair to be most fatefl in the his- 
tory of the West Indies and may vi- 
tally affect the United States. Lord 
Salisbury 
and his colleagues will 


then decide whether Great Britain 
will put a countervailing duty on su- 
gar. Colonial Secretary Chamberlain 
will submit a statement, made up on 
the unimpeachable evidence of the 
West Indian athorities, that if this 
step is not taken, the sugar industry 
in the West Indian islands will be 
dead within a y*»ar and the West In- 
dies hopelessly bankrupt. 


The British delegates to the Brus- 


sels sugar conference will also report 
that there is no likelihood of the con- 
tinental nations abolishing- bounties 
unless Great'Britain declares her in- 
tention of imposing countervailing 
duties, should the bounties be con- 
tinued. 


The preliminary sessions of the 


Brussels sugar conference have con- 
vinced the British delegates that the 
continental powers only desire at th< 
most to fcrnend the bounty sy£item,and 
that this is chiefly due to the hope of 
placating their owa consumers. 


The best informed opinion, gath- 


ered by a representative of the As- 
sociated Press, inclines to the belief 
that the cabinet will not consent to 
the 
imposition, of 
countervailing 


duties, for fear of raising a storm of 
internal criticism from the old schoxjl 
of free traders, who constitute a 
formidable 
wing 
of the unionist 


party. The memorandum which Mr. 
Chamberlain trill present on. Monday 
it wwded more in the nature of an 
ultimatum than any hitherto pre- 
sented to the government, and while 
it does not opely threaten secession, 
that phaae of the situation has been 
verbally communicated by the colon- 
ial secretary* 


It is almost needless to add that 


the decision of the cabinet will be 
kept a profound secret, at least until 
January 20, wheu the British dele- 
gates return to the Brussels sugar 
conference. 


It is »aid that 'Mr. Chamberlain 


realizes the gravity of the crisis and 
favors 
imposing 
countervailing 


duties; but, the personnel of the large 
cabinet includes so many utterly dif- 
fering economic views that it is 
doubtful whether Jfr. Chamberlain 
will win the day.

end of the business. This is held by 
the company to be due solely to the 
uck of suitable terminal facilities in 
Port Wayne. 


A total of 14,204 passengers were 


carried between the dates indicated, 
and of this number 4,157 were 
through passengers between Port 
Wayne and Huntiagton.

HE WANTS HIS PAY. 


New York, Jan. 11.—A -bill of com- 


plaint iha£ been filed in the United 
States circuit court, wherein Henry 
N. iFinley, a lawyer, of this city, is 
plaintiff, and Theophilus B. Brown, 
of Toledo, Ohio, is defendant. Ac- 
cording to the plaintiff's allegations 
he entered into a contract with the 
defendant in December, 1901, to 
make an inquiry into the affairs of 
the Detroit, Toledo and Milwaukee 
railway. The defendant was to make 
a loan on the railway property of 
1600,000 from Col. P. Dibble, of this 
city. Por this the contract between 
the lawyer and Mr. Brown stated 
that he was to receive 95,000, of 
which 92,000 was to toe paid on de- 
mand and the remainder on the com- 
pletion of the examination. 
Pinley 


says he received $1,000 and that the

judgment. In his bill of particulars, 
Pinley declares that he has complied 
with the terms of the contract, but 
does not say whether Mr. Brown has 
leceived the $600,000 loan from Col- 
onel Dibble.

PANAMA CANAL KAN BEFORE 


SENATE COMMITTEE. 


Declares the Late Offer is Made in 


Good Faith and That the Goods 


Can Be Delivered. 


Washington, Jan. 11.— J M. Edouard 


Lampre, representing the Panama 
Canal company, appeared before the 
senate committee 
OIL inter-oceanic 


canals today, in obedience to the 
summons of that committee, to tes- 
tify concerning the affairs of this1 com- 
pany and its proffer to sell its prop- 
erty and franchises to the United 
States. 
M. Jules Boeufve, 
of the 


Frendh embassy, also was present at 
the hearing. 
The meeting <was held 


behind closed doors, representatives 
of the press being excluded, 


M. Lampre was questioned at great 


length by the members of the com- 
mittee. 
B!e said his rodssion to the 


United States had been to ascertain 
to whom th* proposition lor the Bale 
of the Panama canal property should 
be made. Having informed himself 
upon this point*, he bad conferred 
with Admiral "Walker, chairman of 
the isthmian obml commipBion, as to 
the form of the offer. He then had 
cabled to hi» principals, the result 
being that the offer to sell for f 40,- 
000,000- had tf&it mate 
Paris and Hot by him. He said, how- 
ever, that it was his understanding 
that the proposal included both the 
franchises and the property of the 
Panama company, but not the money 
in its "treasury, of which there is 
about 16,000,000 francs. 


M. Latnpre was questioned espe- 


cially concerning the title of the 
present Panama company, several 
members* of the committee express- 
ing doubt as to whether those now 
claiming ownership had secured un- 
questionable ftitle. 
He replied that' 


they 
had 
made their purchase 


through the liquidator of the old 
company and that the transfer was 
regular. In response to other ques- 
tions, he said that in case the trans- 
action should be consummated the 
money would be distributed among 
the members of tihe original company 
and thbse of the present organization 
by arbitration. 
He said (that the 


proffer of his 
company had been 


riiade in good faith and that the com- 
pany was able to "deliver the goods."

FEEDS AND FEEDING. 


Attendance at the farmers' insti- 


tute today waa.far in excess of that 
at the opening of the session yester 
day, and Rev. J. Webster Bailey, of

first of the speakers today, his sub 
ject being, "Feeds and Feeding." 
Mr. Hart stated that the essential 
nutrients of feed are protein, carbo- 
hydrates and fats. 
The study of 


other nutrients he did not deem so 
essential, for the reason that they are 
usually found in the ordinary foods 
in excess of the needs. 


"Protein,'* said Hr. Hart, "is for 


the most part digested in the u*ua 
manner and is transformed into lean 
meat, hair, tissue, etc. The carbo 
hydrate*, a* sugar and aUrcb, are 
digestible and used for the purpose 
*f making fat and staining the bea 
And «a*rgy of th* body.

gar. Colonial Secretary Chamberlain

The British delegates to the Brus^

Feeding is as much a business as tbe 
management of a mercantile enter- 
prise, and is as much dependent upon 
intelligence as Is any other business. 
To obtain the best results the ani- 
mals must have a proper proportion 
of the food elements, and this is what 
is termed balancing of ration. 
Ex- 


periments show that the rough ani- 
mal, whether large or small, will re- 
quire twice as much feed to produce 
the same results as will the smooth, 
finished type. Large animals as a 
rule are preferable, because no more 
feed is required to bring them to ma- 
turity than is needed for the small 
animals." 


The most successful feeder must 


mature his animals as quickly as 
possible from birth to market. The 
speaker cited the results from a 
long series of experiment* made in 
many stations. 
He believed that 


shelter for dairy cows would yield an 
additional profit of ten cents per day; 
that soaked corn as feed showed a 
gain over corn not soaked; that a 
mixture of cut clover hay with corn 
effects a saving in tlie winter feeding 
of hogs; that bulk feeds are prefer- 
able to concentrated feeds; that the 
curing of feed does not effect its di- 
gestibility; that the feeding value of 
wheat, pound for pound, is no greater 
In value than that of corn; that 
cooked feed, except in the case of po- 
tatoes, makes less gain and also im- 
pairs the health of the animal; that

He also stated that there 
would (be questions as to *he right 
of the United States to land a cjble 
on foreign, sfaotes. Representative 
Stewart, of New Jersey, interposed 
the statement tfc&t Germany's pres- 
ent course 'against Venezuela ifhowed 
that the German government made 
little dfistoncftioH between public and 
privaite lights so that a government 
cable station would 'h'ave about the 
same status as a pmvalte station. 


Chairman Htfpburn asked a series

held.

President Scryinsar, of the South 


and Central American Cable system, 
tna'de an extended argument favora 
ble to government control of the l?a 
cific ca'ble, citing incidents cf the 
Spanish-American war showing the 
importance of governmental control 
of the cable.

two-fifths of the feeding value of 
com is in the fodder, and that 8,000 
pounds of fthredded fodder was 
equivalent in feeding value to over 
3,000 pounds of unshredded fodder. 


Mr. Hart's paper aroused a lively 


sort of discussion and he was Again 
under a cross-fire of question that 
brought out much valuable informa- 
tion. From his figures Mr. Johnson 
made the deduction that to produce 
a 250-pound hog required two and 
one-quarter pounds of dry food for 
each pound of the animal; for a 500- 
pound hog, three pounds of dry food 
were required for each pound, and for 
a l,000*pcoind hog, five pounds of 
lood were required to produce each 
pound of the animal's weight. 
In 


the matter of milk cattle it was em- 
phasized that while feeding might 
control the quality of milk, its qual- 
ity is controlled by the breeding of 
the animal. 


TALKED OF 000D ROADS, 


]£r. Somers' topic this morning was 
Oood Roads; Their Construction and 


Maintenance." In part he said: 


I think the chief value of a farm- 


ers' institute lies perhaps in what is 
left over'—that -which you take home 
with you to think about during the 
months -which follow the sessions. 
Glancing at the tax list of Allen 
couwty, I see that the assessment for 
road purposes must yield an enor- 
mous revenue each year. This fact 
speaks well or ill, just as these funds 
are applied* I do not know of a de- 
partment where there can be so many 
leaks as in the expenditure of road 
funds—not leaks of dishonesty, but 
leaks that arise 
from a failure to 


grasp the principles of good road- 
making. 


We began in Indiana fifty or sev- 


enty-five years ago making roads. 
They were blazed througih the woods 
and our fathers told their way by 
the marks upon the trees. Then we 
removed the timber and we had a 
stumpy road. Some of you older peo- 
ple remember thorn yet 
There was 


no drainage and no grading. They 
split up rails and laid them across 


road. Then, as they toad been 


used to traveling through the mud, 
they put some more on top of the 
rails to soften the bumps and tone 
the noise of travel down in harmony 
with nature. 


You may measure any community 


by the kind of roads it has. 
Good 


roada and civilization go together, 
Civilization never 
goes beyond a 


good highway. There is no use for 
the missionary to preach to people 
who do not have good roads. It is 
a waste of energy. 
People don't 


build schools and churches off the 
good roads. I never knew of a man 
or a woman to go to church in gar- 
ments bespattered by the mud of bad 
roads and get religion. (Laughter.) 
Civilization, good roads and Chris- 
tianity go together. Now we've been 
doing the best we could in tfltie way 
of making good roads, and it is a 
splendid indication that the people 
of Allen county are willing to tax 
themselves heavily to secure good 
roads. Had the road funds been ap- 
plied intelligently for the past twen- 
ty-five years there wouldn't be a 
piece of bad road in Indiana. 


GOOD ROADBED FIRST. 


"The first requisite is a good road- 


bed. 
You may think it cheaper to 


follow the contour of the country 
and go over a hill than through it, 
but it isn't. Go through it. Every 
time you start to town with, a load 
of farm products you have to face 
a problem in finance and farm econ- 
omy. 
How much can you 
haul? 


Only so much as your teafn is able to 
drag through the worst place in the 
road. It is an easy matter to con- 
struct a proper grade. Get a com- 
petent engineer. It will pay to do 
it. Get a good grade and good drain* 
age. 
You must 'have a dry roadbed. 


Water and frost are the common ene- 
mies of the roadway, Not only must 
you have good surface drainage, but 
gocd suVdrainage AS well. Construct 
the side drainage so as to carry away 
the water quickly; make it at least 
thirty inches below (the crown of the 
road. Then midway between the 
side drain and the center I would lay 
a. six-inch tile to carry off the sub- 
drainage, Expensive? Not so much 
as to be making repairs year after 
yean If you allow water to saturate 
the roadbed it is bound to go, One 
great trouble in maintains roada is 
that we keep hauling gravel into the 
mudhole instead of draining it. 


"In the braodaning business of this 


great country transportation1 ia be 
coming more and more a vital ques- 
tion. 
And transportation 
has Its 


most important ending in the high 
way, my friend, that rums past yotn 
farm home in Indiana."

QXTIRING CONTROL. 


Inland Waterways Will Be Equipped 


for Electricity—What it Means 


to Commerce.

BUYING EUROPEAN 
CANALS 


London, Jan. 
11.—One of 
the 


most important of American com- 
mercial enterprises in Europe has 
just culminated here. It consists in 
the securing of all-water routes for 
American cargoes of grain and other 
commodities from inland ports in 
the United St&tea to inland ports ia 
Europe and embraces the purchase 
by American capital of several Brit- 
ish and <crtiher canals. 


Frank W. Harartey, vice president 


of the Erie Canal Traction company, 
has been on this side several months 
quietly gecuxityg concessions for the 
operation of 
European tanals by 


electriciity. Tht Erie concern today 
secured control of about 5,000 miles 
of canals in England and on the 
continent. As a. result cargoes will 
shortly be dttppctil on the same bill 
of lading from Dulu'tth, Mtau., to 
Brus«3*'ls, Bruges, Ghent and Cologne 
and, later, to man points in the 
United Kingdom, Prance, Crermany 
and Italy. 


At the forthcoming session of par- 


liament the British legislators will 
be (a&ked to grant permission for the 
erec'tion of central power stations for 
the propulsion of traffic on at least 
two British canals. Th«s« will be 
operated with American capital, 
though their control will nominally 
remain in British hands. 


Mr. Hdrwley said today to la repre- 


sentative of The Associated Press: 


"Yes; it is trufc that the traction 


company is making considerable pro* 
gress in wcuitog all water routes by 
«l«ctrieailly operated canals through 
out Europe. I cannot tdl you yet 
the immee of tQie English channels 
which .will figure in parliament 
There are in the United Kingdom 
1,138 miles <of canals owned by rail* 
roads, wfoicfr do not nuake a very 
good financial showing; -butt 2,768 
milds of English canals independent 
of railroads show earnings of 729 
pounds per mile, wfoicfo, arte greater 
than l&osg shown by many American 
railroads. 
However, we hare been 


able to gelt control of & portion of 
Ifhese, because their <oper&itioB and 
maintenance expenses are over 70 
per cent of their gross receipts. The 
largest canMs in England, viss., the 
Birmingham, Grand Junction, Leeds 
aaud Liverpool, Oxford and Bridge- 
water, a<re not far removed from 
sources of eleotric power supply, at 
least nothing like so far removed 
is the canal art; Oakland, OaL, where 
the power is transmitted from the 
Yuba river, a. distance of 140 miles. 
Therefore, it is merely a question of

age. You must have a dry roadbed. 
Water and frost are the common ene- 
mies of the roadway. Not only must 
you have good surface drainage, but 
gocd sub-drainage as wall. Construct 
the side drainage so as to carry away 
the water quickly; make it at least 
thirty inches below the crown of the 
road. Then midway between the 
side drain and the center I would lay 


six-inch tile to carry off the sub- 


drainage. Expensive? Not so much 
as to be making repairs year after 
year. If you allow water to saturate 
the roadbed it is bound to go- One 
great trouble in maintping roads Is 
that we keep hauling gravel into the 
nrudhole instead of draining it.

Accrding to an Indianapolis dis- 


patch the Indian* Hwtteal as*od*- 
tlon is preparing to make a thorough 
investigation of the discoveries pur* 
ported to have been made by Prof.

NEW LABELS NEEDED. 


One result of the accession of Ed- 


ward VII. to the throne of England,

royal,crown, the initials "E .R." aud 
thd name of the palace as "Windsor 
Castle." These will be placed on all 
the wine purchased for the future, 
but the old labels on the wine laid 
down in the last reigu will not be 
disturbed, for they are an interesting 
testimony of age. 


The late queen had two labels, the 


one with "V. B." on it she used 
throughout the early part of her 
reign and the one with "V. B* I." 
was made -after the Boyal Titles net 
Wine which bears the former label 
must hare been in the royal cellars 
for over twenty years. Similarly the 
wine in ttfe cellars at Marlbotougfc 
house is'all marked wttth a laJbel bear- 
ing the Prince of Wales' feather*, 
the initials "P. W." tand the name 
"Mtarlborough House." 
Thift will 


not be disturbed, and in .view of fu- 
ture ^contingencies no new label will 
be introduced, Another peculiarity 
of the royal cellaw wih&h i* worth 
noticing is the tact <that the bottles 
of champagne bear mo label but the 
royal label. Thte la due to the fact 
that the wine i« fcrougttt in hogs- 
heads from the manufacturer* and 
bottled in the royal cellars, '

Tfoc&a telephone automatons are in 


great favor, and are uaed 'extensive- 
ly. In Sweden and Norway the tele- 
phone system *s, if possible, still 
raora 'developed. In some hospitals 
it has 'be&a decided to affix a tele* 
pn-ono to the bed of any patient de- 
siring it, and 'he or she may thus 
converse over the wire with friends 
or relative® who may aJso have tele- 
phones. This applied to Sweden. In 
Norway you may g*tft a cab in a mo- 
ment by calling up tfhe nearest sta- 
tion* 


A greiait numto of private Individ- 


cab have 'also 'tftveir telephones. There 
are two prices, viz., $16 
atfd a cenft for epch oil, or 
annually mttficut extra diarges.

The new city of J>alny, the eastern 


terminus of 
tlie Siberian railway, 


which Russia expects to become the 
most important of all the European 
settlements ia the Far East, has just 
been opened to general commercial 
business. 


The town has a population of 50,- 


000, 23,000 of whom are workmen, 
the great majority Chinese, with 
many -Russians, Japanese and Kor- 
eans. On the town und its harbor 
works $7,000,000 has been expended 
and twice as much more is to be 
spent on (further improvements. 


Danly will be an absolutely free 


port. No custom house will be es- 
tablished and the lowest possible 
taxes in the form of tonnage, dock 
or warehouse dues will be charged 
as an attraction to shipping. It will 
constitute the: great objective of Bus- 
sia's eastern policy, an ice-free har- 
bor throughout the year. 


The area of deep water is sufficient 


to accommodate all the shipping of 
China. Vessels drawing thirty feet 
can enter at low water without diffi- 
culty and without requiring pilots. 
Cargoes can be transferred by cheap 
coolie labor to cars standing on the 
wharves, and when the railroad is 
completed shipped 6,000 miles to St. 
Petersburg without ifurtflier hand- 
ling. 


The plan provides for five stoue 


piers, sixty feet to several hundred 
feet wide, and a quarter to a hall 
mile long, furnished with railroad 
tracks, warehouses, elevators and 
electric lights. 
Docks for foreign 


steam and sailing crafts will extend 
between the piers and along the 
shore, a distance of two miles. 


Two dry docks are being built, one 


for ordinary ocean ateamers, the oth- 
er to accommodate the largest mer- 
chant vessels and warships afloat. 


Individuals of all nationalities may 


acquire and hold land in Dalny on 
the aanxe terms, and even participate 
in the municipal government. Dalny 
will be the only place under Eussiim 
control, say the Russian authorities, 
whence no resident inlay be deported. 
All governments will be invited to 
establish consulates, and land will 
be assigned to those governments 
which do ao, in a convenient locality. 


The plan of the city divides it into 


several sections. The Chines* city is 
separate. Three miles from the for- 
eign settlement is a splendid beach, 
which will be occupied as a summer 
resort, and to which a road is being 
constructed. Electric lights are al- 
ready in operation iu the populated 
parts of Dalny and an extensive 
tramway system is under construc- 
tion.

While general paresis is 
deemed incurable, the doctor believes 
that mistakes often are made in di- 
agnosis, and people are declared 
paretics by physicians* having little 
experience with mental disorders, 
when really they are suffering from 
a curable mental disorder.

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HE SPANS TIME AND SPACE 


AN INDIANAPOLIS HYPNOTIST PRESENTS PBOBLEMS FOB 


SOLUTION-HUMAN MIND THE AGENCY. 


Accrding to au Indianapolis dis- 


patch the Indiana 'Medical associa- 
tion is preparing to make a thorough 
investigation of the discoveries pur- 
ported to have been made by Prof. 
Ivau HoLaughlln, of that city, a 
scientist or recognized 
standing 


throughout the middle west and an 
investigator along most original and, 
in the scientific field, most unique 
lines. 
Prof. HcLaughlin, recently, 


has .turned his attention to the study 
and development of hypnotism, and, 
as a result of his experiments and in- 
vestigation, he will be summoned to 
appear before the professional body 
and demonstrate some of his latest 
discoveries. 


Prof. UcLaughlin will demonstrate 


before the association the 'power of 
the subjective mind, directed through 
hypnotic suggestion, to annihilate 
time and eliminate space. Accord- 
ing to the experiments already made, 
a phenomenon more perplexing and 
more wonderful than wireless tele- 
graphy will he developed before the 
physicians, surgeons and profession- 
al men .generally who are allied willi 
the Indiana Medical association. 


According to the claims made by 


Prof. McLaughlin, Miss Hazel Ben- 
nett, a young woman 18 years of age, 
living on East Thirty-first street, In- 
dianapolis, with her 
parents, and 


Louis Florky, aged 23, living on 
Prospect street, of that city, under 
hypnotic influence, have surmounted 
apparently 
impossible obstacles, 


traveled over land and sea, accurate- 
ly described everything encountered, 
following unknown travelers, giving 
their names and their eveiy act, and 
otherwise doing 
things of which 


modem occult scientists heretofore 
liave only argued were possible. 


Through the professor's' experi- 


ments, it is claimed that the astral 
theory of the Hindoos has been rea- 
lized; the existence of the subjec- 
tive mind 
and its active potency 


have been demonstrated beyond the 
realm of doubt. 


These..facts, the physicians who 


have attended the professor's ex- 
periments claim, have not been- ac- 
cepted without a preponderance of 
proof in their favor; rigid tests have 
been made and their 
authenticity 


positively established. 


One unusual feature of the tests 


there was absolutely no chance for 
mind reading, demonstrated beyond 
all shadow of doubt, so the phyal- 
cians declared, that the feat had been 
accomplished through the medium of 
hypuotism.

THE FRONTIERS OF HARMLESS JCADNZM. 


Tlie new city o£ Dalny, the eastern 


terminus of 
the Siberian railway, 


which Russia expects to become the 
most important of all the European 
settlements in the Far East, has just 
been opened to general commercial 
business. 


The town has a population of 50,- 


000, 23,000 of whom are workmen, 
the great .majority Chinese, with 
many Russians, Japanese and Kor- 
eans, 
On the town 'and its harbor 


works 87,000,000 has been expended 
and 
twice as much more is "to be 


spent on further • improvements. 


Danly will be an 'absolutely free 


port. No custom house will be es- 
tablished and the lowest 
possible 


taxes in the form of tonnage, dock 
or warehouse dues will be charged 
as an attraction to shipping. It will 
constitute the great objective of Rus- 
sia's eastern policy, an ice-free har- 
bor throughout the year. 


The area of deep water is sufficient 


to accommodate all the shipping of 
China. Vessels drawing thirty feet 
can enter at low water without diffi- 
culty and without 'requiring pilots. 
Cargoes can be transferred by cheap 
coolie labor to cars standing on the 
wharves, and when the railroad is 
completed shipped 6,000 miles to St. 
Petersburg without iurtiher hand- 
ling. 


The plan provides for five stone 


piers, sixty feet to several hundred 
feet wide, and a quarter to a hall 
mile long, furnished with railroad 
tracks, warehouses, elevators and 
electric lights. 
Docks for foreign 


steam and sailing crafts will extend 
between the piers and 'along the 
shore, a distance of two miles.

There are nutny people who, while 


not insane and not destined to be- 
come Insane, are wandering in what 
Dr. Henry Waldo Coe, the alienist, 
calls the "Borderland of Insanity." 
It is a wide area of mental territory 
lying between those known regions 
of what generally is recognized as 
sanity on one' hand and upon the 
other unsoundness of mind of such 
a degree that it is evident to the or- 
dinary individual. 


In & paper recently read before tie 


medical society of Portland, Ore., Dr. 
Coe said: "The traveler in this re- 
gion, generally a person harmless in 
character and habits, yet sometimes 
a menace to his family, friends and 
society, and often a terror to his 
doctor, is known as the border-liner. 
At times near the boundaries of men- 
tal healtbfulnesB and again close to 
the line of mental darkness, he goes 
thus perhaps for months and years, 
hither and thither in this shadowy 
land, until circumstances, favorable 
or unfavorable, lead him out of it 
upon the one side or the other. This 
region should not be considered' as 
containing only those who are in the 
incipient stages of insanity, for an 
•'ndividual within its confines today 
generally is not, and in the future 
more often, if 
favorable 
circum- 


stances attend upon the patient's suf- 
fering, may not be insane. This 
much as to where this land is." 


The doctor, in the consideration of 


what this borderland is, does not go 
Into the subject of general paresis, 
but devotes himself to a class of gen- 
eral mental disorders, which, even 
when fully developed, are susceptible 
to relief. While general paresis is 
deemed incurable, the doctor believes 
that mistakes often are made in .di- 
agnosis, 
and people 
are declared 


paretics by physicians having little 
experience with mental disorders, 
when really they are suffering from 
a curable mental disorder. The most 
reasonable view-point from which, to 
gauge mental health he holds is that 
riiich will permit a comparison of 
the individual's present methods, 
acts, 
manners, 
appearances and 


speech with those formerly 
and 


uiually pertaining to him. 


Ot insomnia, that so prevalent at 


fiiction induced by the nervous wear 
and tear of modern life,-it la reas- 
suring to bo informed by ouch. A high 
authority that millions are suffering 
from it who are net and are not to be 
intane. But Dr. Coe says that it is 
the most common sigm- of approach- 
ing insanity, and the man who suf- 
fers from it may be «aid .to be trav^ 
ellng unpleasantly near the region of 
the borderland. He continues: 


"In a given case of insomnia let it

be«i a habit of slow growth, becoip- 
ing more pronounced as months and 
years have elapsed, and in an indi- 
vidual possessing no serious inherit- 
ed mental or nervous 'defects—if in 
such a case the patient does1 occa- 
sionally get a good night's sleep and 


true cases of nerve-cell fatigue, a*A 
while this rarely leads to insanity 
some of its phases place 
thereto within the borderland."

A marked change in the tempsra- 


ment of an Individual is always soc» 
gestive of a changed 
or changing 


mentality. 
For instance, a book- 


worm suddenly abandons his 
without advice frost friend* or on 
account of any good and mdkeimt 
reason. H* takes long -walk* out of 
doors; he becomes interested in bat* 
ball; goes to the races and bit* hi* 
money freely. He does that which 
in another person might "tit th« nat- 
ural course of life, but which in hrm 
is unnatural and against every tenet 
of his social and private life. Tata 
man, according to Dr. Coe, is operat- 
ing under a new mental stimulus and 
the change is too sudden to be health- 
ful. 
Other cases of the kind cited by 


him are as follows:

MISS DAY'S TALK.

"Training for Home-Making." 
The 


assembly room was completely flltod 
to enjoy the evening program, whuh 
opened with a piano solo by Miss 
Mary Orvis. 


Miss Bay was presented by Chair- 


man Johnson and began by express- 
ing the belief that all are made happy 
or unhappy by the home in which 
they live, and that she hoped by her 
remarks to arouse an interest in the 
science of making 
happy homes. 


'Woman," said Miss Day, "feels 
rightfully that her home is her realm 
where she is queen, and I am certain, 
also, that not a man is present to- 
night who is a partner itx a home but 
who has a real interest in it. 


"We want to consider the matter 


of getting the girls ready for home- 
making. I need not speak of the ne- 
cessity of a good education for the 
boy- and the girl. It gives them a 
greater grasp and a broader instinct 
Educational policies have changed in 
the past half century. The student 
of medicine then was given a com- 
mon school education and later place;! 
in the office of the most prominent 
doctor to study. His later education 
was evolved in subsequent practice, 
Today he goes to a medical college. 
The boy who is not fitted to compete 
with his fellow* will go to the wall. 
This is true also of the farmer boy— 
the peer of any in the land, and he 
deserves the benefit of the very best 
education, 


"We educate the boy for a sped?! 


line of work. So also should we edu- 
cate the girls. I believe every girl 
lias in her heart *ie desire to some 
time be at the head of a home of her 
own. 
What preparation are we to 


give the girl for this work? Not so 
long ago the mother taught the 
daughter all she was expected to 
know in this regard. This is not true 
of a majority of families now. Do 
your girls help you as nutch as you 
helped your mothers? I think not. 
Times have changed, but there ai'3 
some good, old-fashioned ways that 
can not be improved upon—and this 
is one of them. 


"lin education I believe we will 


find the key to this problem; that do- 
mestic economy will come to bridge 
the chasm between the home and the 
school, and I believe the time will 
come when the elements of home- 
making will be taught in the common 
schools. It is just as important that 
girls be given special training for 
their work as the boys. 
Home- 


making is more of a business than 
we realize. Our mothers are our best 
teachers, but I do not believe the 
mothers of today under the changed 
conditions have the time to give the 
girl the training in homo-making 
that she should have. This is wi$y 
the science of domestic economy is so 
important, and I look to see it have 
a recognized place in the curriculum 
of all public schools."

and Miss Manley, Mrs. T. E. Ellison 
gave a charming description of "The 
•Wood-Lot Near the Home/' that WHS 
altogether delightful, and doubtless 
gave the hearers a new appreciation 
of the charm of nature when bird, 
reptile, flower, vine and tree are al 
lowetl free sway to work out the 
coloring of -a picture unmolested and 
undisturbed. 
It was a description 


of a plot of ground at Mondamin 
Meadows, in Abort township, which 
is reserved in its native state, un- 
tottthed by the changes that go on 
about <rther parts of the farm, 
The 


idea is a very pretty one, and the fa- 
mous wood-lot has been greatly ad- 
mired by all who sec a charm in na- 
ture. 


Among the most admirable fea- 


tures of the entire session was the 
address of Prof. Stanley Coulter, of 
Purdue university, 
given Friday 


evening. Prof. Coulter is a botanist 
of national reputation, and his stud- 
ies have given him the power to read 
nature as other men read books. His 
theme was "Nature Studie* for 
Farmer* *nd Others." Prof. Coulter 
*p«tk» flwntiy mad with much urig*

Furthermore, this mouth of Janu-

Hardest of all tlie months 
for the poor, left it be the season of 
greatest generosity on the part of 
tho prosperous.

only knows. Sea-ted by our warm
